Giant Grotto. 


The immense cavern known as the 


Giant grotto is situated near Trieste. 
Austria, and is said to be tbe largest 
known to exist. It consists of one 
chamber. 7S7 feet long. 433 feet broad 
and 452 feet high. There are three en- 
trances, two in the roof and one at the 
edge of tbe roof, which has been pro- 
Tided with ladders with steps, so that 
visitors can safely descend into the 
grotto. Once on the bottom, progress 
is easy. The cavern contains remark- 
able groups of stalactites, sofae of them 
of gigantic size and others of bizarre 
shapes. The tallest stalactite has a 
length of little more than thirty-nine 
feet 
No side or underlying caverns 


have yet been discovered. The bottom 
of the grotto is 525 feet below the sur- 
face of the ground forming the top 
of the roof, which In turn Is about 
1,580 feet above sea level.—Pearson's 
Weekly. 
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Old Engraved Rings. 


Among the legends of Greece It Is 


told that the father of Pythagoras, the 
famous Greek philosopher, was a cele- 
brated engraver of gems, and, accord- 
ing to classical history, both Helen of 
Troy and Ulysses of Greece wore en- 
graTed rings.

precious was an art at a very remote 
age. 
The British museum proudly 


boasts the possession of a small square 
of yellow jasper bearing the figure of 
a horse and the name and titles of 
Amenophis II., believed to date back 
to about the year 1450 B. C. The very 
finest specimen of engrarred gem now 
in existence is a head of Jfero carved 
on a first water diamond by the broth- 
era Castanzi In the year 1790 A. D.—St 
James* Gazette.

Canada's River of Mud. 


What is perhaps the most wonderful 


river in the whole world and one which 
is certainly unique of its kind was dis- 
covered by a party of prospectors ex- 
ploring what is known as the "Smoky 
river region" in northern Alberta, Can- 
ada. 


Briefly, it is a river of mud—that is to 


say, although its course is well mark- 
ed, with Iwjks clearly defined, as in an 
ordinary river, its bed contains not wa- 
ter, but thick liquid mud of the con- 
si>teucy of mola^es. 


The mud ri\ er flows, as does a water 


river, but of course, much more slow- 
ly. In fact, its progress during the 
time the party wore observing it more 
nearly resembled t'lat of a glacier. Un- 
like a glacier, however, there is no ter- 
minal moraine. A glacier at its foot 
melts and flows away, leaving an ac- 
cumulation of rocks, but any heavy 
masses that may be in this river of 
mud must settle to the bottom and re- 
main concealed by the mud itself. This 
mud river dcbouche^ on a plain, spread- 
ing out faniike and forming a morass 
of unknown depth and extent.—London 
MaiL

"The same horn 
made war with the saints, and pre- 
vailed against them until the An- 
cient of Days came.' " he said. 


"The main featurues of the sev- 


enth chapter of Daniel appear to bp 
lour ravenous beasts 
which 
came 


up, one by one, 
from 
the 
storm 


tossed sea. 
These beasts, according 


to the explanation given to Daniel 
by the Angel Gabriel, represented 
the four universal empires 
which 


,\cre destined to rule 
the 
world 


from the days of ancient Babylon 
:lown to the breaking up of the Ro- 
man empire. 
The ten horns upon 


the head of the fourth beast were 
to represent the ten kingdoms into 
which the Roman empire was des- 
tined to be JHided. and which, in- 
cluding the little horn that would 
rise among them and subdue three 
of the original number, would con- 
tinue up 
to 
second 
coming of 


Christ in glory. 


"The remarkable way 
in which 


the details of this prophecy, given 
more than 2,500 years ago. and be- 
fore any except the first empire in 
the series had existed, have been 
fulfilled leaves no room 
for 
the 


infidel, the atheist, 
the 
agnostic 


and other forms of unbelief to ques- 
tion that the 
Bible is a book in- 


spired by a God who sees the end 
from the beginning. 
This is 
the 


response of history to the voice of 
irophecy. 


"The first beast 
which- the pro- 


phet saw was described 
as a lion 


with eagle's wings. 
This was a fit- 


ting symbol of the great Babylonian 
kingdom, which was the outgrowth 
of the ancient Assvrian empire. 
It 


was the first kingdom which could 
be said truly 
to 
have 
ruled the 


•world. 
It bore universal rule, ac- 


cordine to all reliable 
historians, 


from B. C. 606 to B. C. 538. 


"The second beast was a vicious 


bear, having in 
its 
mouth 
three 


ribs and was said to have raised up 
itself on one side. 
History shows 


that the empire 
which 
overthrew 


Babylon was 
Medo 
Persia. 
This 


empire was here properly symbolized 
by a bear. 
The three ribs seen in 


its mouth no doubt represent 
the 


three provinces which were especia!- 
Iv ground down by this power. They 
were Babylon. Dydia 
and 
Egypt. 


Raising up itself on one side is seen 
in history to have been fulfilled in 
the later supremacy of the Persian 
over the 
Median 
form of govern- 


ment. 
"The third beast was a sleek and 


stealthy leopard having four heads 
and four wings of a fowl. The char- 
acter of this 
animal 
shows 
at a 


glance that it is a fitting symbol of 
the Grecian empire under the rapid 
conquests of Alexander of Macedon. 
The 
wings of a fowel. 
which de- 


note celerity of movement, is seen to 
fit the rapidity of the movements of 
the Greek armies of war which in an 
incre'lrbly short 
time 
made 
the 


youthful Macedonian the conqueror 
"of the whole earth. 
But the four 


heads of the animal is more strik- 
ingly fulfiled ;n history 
than per- 


haps some other 
features of 
the 


prophecy. They denote the four di- 
visions of Alexander's empire. 


"The 
fourth beast, which resem- 


bled nothing in nature, which had 
sjreat iron teeth and ten horns, 
is 
seen in history to have been exactly 
fulfilled in the great iron monarch} 
of Pasran Rome, which 
ruled 
the 


world from B. C. 168 to A. D. 486. 
The ten horns on the bead of the 
beast represented the ten kingdoms 
into which the Roman empire was 
divided — Huns. Ostregotha, Visigo- 
iha.

Kundians Heruli, Anglo-Saxons, and 
Ixrni bards. 
"The "little horn.' which was seen

The bell of the British frigate Lu-

under lease, or the old management, 
the Indianola Park Company. Har- 
ris, through his attorneys, P. S. Mon- 
nett and H. H. Felsman, states that 
he took over the park lease last May 
for a year, agreeing to pay $12,000. 


The final installment, $2,000, was 


to have been paid Friday, but Har- 
ris says he withheld it on learning 
that the status of the "Blue Streak" 
concession had been misrepresented 
to him by the 
old management, 


which said only one-fourth 
of 
the 


purchase price had been paid 
and 


that the company which built it was 
entitled to three-fourths of the pro- 
ceeds. 
He says $4489.60 has been 


taken in on this' concession during 
the summer and that 
he received 


only one-fourth of it. when he was 
entitled to all, as 
the 
concession 


really was debt free. 


Harris says he has had a success- 


ful season, and that the old manage- 
ment is now anxious to regain con- 
trol of the park, intending to make 
him forfeit his lease because of de- 
linquent payments. 
He asks court 


to restrain such proceedings and to 
name a receiver to keep tab on re- 
iceipts until it is 
determined 
who 
gets them.

SETH LOW DIES 


AT FARM HOUSE; 
ILL FOR MONTHS 


New York, Sept. IS.—Seth 
Low, 


former mayor of New York and one- 
time president of Columbia Universi- 
ty, died late yesterday at his country 
home, Broadbrook 
Farm, Bedford 


Hills, N. Y., at the age of 66 years. 
He had been ill several months of a 
complication of diseases. 


A change for the worse was an- 


nounced last night, and it was then 
said the patient probably could not 
recover. 


Mr. Low's most recent activities 


were exerte.d in an effort to find a 
solution of 'the differences 
between 


the railroad brotherhoods 
and the 


railroads. He had long been consult- 
ed by heads of the brotherhoods. 


Mr. Low's illness was attributed 


by his friends to a general break- 
down. Since the outbreak of the Eu- 
ropean war he had been especially 
active as persident of the New York 
chamber of commerce and president 
of the National Civic Federation. 


Mr. Low was 
twice 
mayor 
of 


Brooklyn, once mayor of New York 
and for 11 years was president of 
Columbia University. 
In each 
of 


these offices he became distinguished 
for public service and he was known 
throughout the country as one of the 
leading figures in New York 
City 


life. 


Born in Brooklyn Jan. 18, 1S50. he 


came of a long line 
of 
merchant 


princes and men of 
culture. 
His 


grandfather, for whom he was nam- 
ei. was a Harvard-bred 
merchant 


who, 
previous to his settlement in 


New York, did a prosperous business 
in Salem, Mass. 
His father, Abiei 


Abbott Low. founded a big business 
in the importation of tea and silk 
in TN'ew York and at one time had a 
fleet of moro than a dozen clipper 
ships engaged in the China \rade.
